Sierra Madre's water problem—the biggest nervous headache 
that has ever faced the city—this week was on the verge of being 
solved for all time. 

Councilman Herman Barter and City Engineer Howard W. Brod 
announced that the city had filed with the State Division of 
Water Resources for a portion . ........ 


of "flood flow" water that 
pours from the Santa Anita 
Canyon. 

If the State approves this 
diversion of water, which 
would be put into the city 
spreading grounds during the 
winter and pumped back out 
during the dry summer season, 
it would make available for 
Sierra Madre’s use an addition¬ 
al 3000 acre feet of water. 

As a comparison, the city now 
needs about 2000 acre feet of 
water. It has available only 
1698 acre feet a year which 
comes from its share of East 
Raymond Basin water and the 
mountain tunnels, 

Brod said that in filing with 
the State for permission to di¬ 
vert the Big Santa Anita water,

all important water situation. 

it was pointed out that present 
supplies are far less than are 
required, that the city has been 
carrying out a water conserva¬ 
tion program and that no other 
water is available. 

This same water which shoots 
out of the mountains via the 
Big Santa Anita eventually 
flows to the ocean and is lost. 
By diverting it to the city 
spreading grounds, it would be 


measured and allowed to sink 
into the East Raymond Basin. 
By determining the amount 
that the city put into the bas¬ 
in, Sierra Madre would be al¬ 
lowed to withdraw by pump as 
needed.

"I am satisfied with the 
site," he added. "And I pre¬ 
fer it to the other (a part of 
the park property on West Si¬ 
erra Madre boulevard adja¬ 
cent to the club house), be¬ 
cause it gives us more room." 
General Hudelson pointed to 
the fact that 1600 persons had 
signed a petition last fall ask¬ 
ing that the proposed armory 
be located on the park site. 
This request was turned down 
by the City Council. 

The Council then countered 
with an offer of the site ad¬ 
joining the Youth Hut. General 
Hudelson said he did not think 
this too far from the center of 
town, an idea that had been 
promoted during hectic Council 
sessions last fall. 

"I think that with the es¬ 
tablishment of an armory 
down there It will be an as¬ 
set to the town. The state 
Adjutant General concurs in 
approval of the site," he said. 

"But I need concrete evi¬ 
dence that the people of Si¬ 
erra Madre want it there. We 
are ready to go as soon as we 
get that assurance. 

"You've got a good Guard 
unit out there, one that is a 
credit to Sierra Madre, and 
we are prepared to give them 
and the city the armory 
building."

For New Arcadia 
District Is Denied

Arcadia—The State Board of 
Education has recently denied 
"without prejudice” Arcadia’s 
petition to conduct an election 
for establishment of its own 
high school district at a hear¬ 
ing held in Los Angeles. 

Reason for the denial, the 
board pointed out, was that the 
State Commission on School 
Districts will in the near future 
conduct a survey to study the 
needs of the M.A.D. District. 

Judge Herbert L. Porter, mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Trustees of 
the Monrovia-Arcadia-D u a r t e 
High School made the presenta¬ 
tion for the local board. He 
informed the state group that 
application had already been 
made tor a survey to be con¬ 
ducted in the local school dis¬ 
trict, by the State Commission 
on Redistricting. 

The Board felt that if it per¬ 
mitted the election to proceed 
it might change the status of 
the District while another state 
agency is studying its problems. 

Future Petition Possible v 

After completion of the com¬ 
mission’s survey, Arcadia may 
again petition the State Board 
to authorize an election. Gilbert 
II. Jertberg of Fresno, member 
of the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion which recently heard Ar¬ 
cadia’s petition, is chairman of 
the State Commission on School 
Districts now conducting the 
survey. 

While denial of the Arcadia 
election petition was based on 
completion and findings of the 
survey, apparently another fac¬ 
tor entering into the board’s 
action was the haste with which 
the matter of withdrawal from 500 tablets- 
the M.A.D. District has been 
pushed, the election having 
been planned for Jan. 21, had 
the petition been granted, only 
three months after the with¬ 
drawal agitation was started. 

The State Board members 
stated that it was not a mat¬ 
ter to be rushed, and that an 
emergency would be the only 
justifiable cause for the early 
election date.

er reported that he had been 
unable to arrange a meeting 
with Mayor Russell." 

Brod pointed out that “this 
move on our part was a mat¬ 
ter of real necessity as the only 
other source of water in addi¬ 
tion to present inadequate fa¬ 
cilities.” 

It was Councilman Barter 
who was instrumental in 
bringing about the joint meet¬ 
ing of the two City Councils 
which discussed the project. At 
the same time he explored the 
possibility of securing other 
water to eliminate the city’s 
growing annual deficit. 

A letter was received this 
week from the Water Resources 
Division’s supervising hydrau¬ 
lic engineer, Walter Stoddard. 
He said further action on the 
petition would be forthcoming. 

Brod explained that after the 
highly technical application is 
filed and processed, a 60-day 
period is set during which 
other cities or governmental 
agencies may file objections to 
the claim. After the claim has 
been approved, the right to 
withdraw water does not be¬ 
come permanent foT five years. 

Then, if the water is not used 
beneficially for a period of 
three years the water right is 
lost. 

In past years Sierra Madre lost 
rights to water from tunnels 
and other sources because of 
this lack of use. 

Brod explained the Big Santa 
Anita water is of no use to Ar¬ 
cadia in the absence of spread¬ 
ing grounds. Sierra Madre’s use 
of the water would benefit Ar¬ 
cadia, however, he said, in that 
this amount of water would 
raise the basin level and re¬ 
duce that city’s pumping costs. 


Brod, in his letter, told Ar¬ 
cadia that “aside from the 
questionable legality of such 
a proceeding, it was felt to be 
an unjust arrangement for Si¬ 
erra Madre. Arcadia interests 
pointed out that their partici¬ 
pation in a joint project, with¬ 
out protection to assure them 
of an adequate spreading area, 
would be untenable.” 

Sierra Madre’s city engineer 
then reported the result of his 
study of the entire problem. 
He said the diversionary flow 
available was 60 cubic feet per 
second—or approximately 3000 
acre feet a season. 

"In analyzing the problem of 
spreading the diverted flow 
from Santa Anita, I discovered 
that the Sierra Madre spread¬ 
ing grounds would be wholly 
inadequate," Brod pointed out. 

(He said that one acre of area 
is needed to spread two cubic 
ft. per second of flow. There are 
22 acres in the city spreading 
grounds, but 7 acres are need¬ 
ed for spreading water from Si¬ 
erra Madre Canyon and city 
street runoff. 

(On the remaining 15 acres 
only 30 cubic feet per second 
could be spread—half of the 
amount available. And under a 
joint project Sierra Madre 
would get only half or 15 cubic 
feet per second—a total of 750 
acre feet “and since this is far 
less than is required for Sierra 
Marde’s present and ultimate 
development, it is concluded 
that it would be better for Si¬ 
erra Madre to join the Metro¬ 
politan Water District than to 
make the large expenditure 
necessary for this project which 
would only partially satisfy Si¬ 
erra Madre’s requirements.”) 

Brod said that it was finally 
concluded that the only way 
that Sierra Madre could par¬ 
ticipate in a diversion project 
would be on a separate basis. 

"Several attempts were made 
to arrange another meeting be¬ 
tween the two cities without 
success,” he said in his letter. 

"We considered it advisable 
to file because of impending 
legislation regarding filing of 
water rights Mayor Steinberg-

It became a full-way measure by the mere expediency of filing 
alone for water that we can use and that no one else now uses. 

Why is this an important story? 

Simply because if this claim is approved, Sierra Madre will have 
no more water worries. It will have water for growth and expan¬ 
sion. It will have enough water available to invite the upper Hastings 
ranch to join the city, if the city so wishes. 

There will be no need of disincorporation for want of water or 
of annexing itself to another town—Arcadia, for example. 

There will be no need of bending our knees to the Metropolitan 
Water District to take us into the fold—at an exorbitant cost. 

It is hard to see how the State can refuse Sierra Madre this 
just claim. 

We tip our Masthead—a newspaper's hat—to Mr. Barter and 
Mr. Brod. They have done this city a great service. 

Until Barter came along nobody did anything but talk about it. 

If you don't believe that- go to the newspaper files of July and 
August, 1928, and read of hearings then to get some of the Big 
Santa Anita water that was even then running into the ocean.

On Miracle of Radio 


Seek Efficiency 


Microwaves—very high fre¬ 
quency radio waves—will do 
all sorts of tricks and obey the 
commands of John F. Rhame at 
the Civic Club’s regular pro¬ 
gram meeting at the Park 
House next Thursday night 
(February 24) at 8:30. 

Rhame, area staff assistant 
for the Pacific Telephone Com¬ 
pany will give a special dem¬ 
onstration of how microwaves 
are used in telephone and tele¬ 
vision communications today, 
and the possibilities of making 
the little waves serve mankind. 

Rhame will bring special ap¬ 
paratus to show how micro- 
waves can be bent, twisted and 
stopped in controlling them 
and making them work. Micro- 
waves do not bend to follow 


the earth’s contours as do ordi¬ 
nary radio waves. They dis¬ 
perse after about 40 miles and 
must be caught and relayed 
again or be lost. Rhame will 
tell how. 

Microwave communications 
are used for ship-to-shore and 
ground-to-air communications, 
they also carry messages from 
moving trains. 

The Oakland-S a n t a Rosa 
microwave hookup and the 
New York-Boston relay are 
other well-known uses of this 
wave in telephone service. 

The Civic Club sponsored 
demonstration will be held at 
the Park House at 8:30 Thurs- 
day, February 24, and is open 
to all.

ern Spain. Among royal visitors 
to the gallery were King Al¬ 
phonse and Infanta Isabella of 
Spain, and Queen Victoria of 
England, who took a great in¬ 
terest in the young artist. This 
marked the beginning of many 
water color and oil exhibits for 
Senor Drudis. 

One of his paintings done on 
the island of Majorca “Through 
The Cherry Trees” was present¬ 
ed to the Los Angeles Museum 
in 1931 in celebration of the 
150th anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of Los Angeles. The paint¬ 
ing is a memorial to the ar¬ 
tist’s mother. Dona Montser¬ 
rat Biada de Drudis. According 
to the museum brochure the 
work “is of special interest to 
Californians in that it depicts 
the environment of the island 
of Majorca, Spain, where the 
father of California missions, 
Junipero Serra was born.” 

Senor Drudis sailed for Hav¬ 
ana in 1924 and later the same 
year came to New York. He has 
since had many successful ex¬ 
hibits in this country. 

In 1932 he married Senorita 
Amelia Dominguez, descendant 
of Manuel Dominguez, Spanish 
general, who was given a large 
land grant in California many 
years ago, by the King of Spain. 

Senor and S e n o r a Drudis 
have made Sierra Madre their 
home since 1942 and reside in 
the former Col. Hersey estate, 
575 North Hermosa.
